London Sentiment Is Seen
in Statement.

The Rev. P. J. Cormican, 9. J., of!
Fordham University appeared yesterday
before a subcommittee of the Board of
Education which was appointed recentlyto consider complaints that some

of the American histories now being
xsed in the public schools are pro-Britishand un-American in their treatment
of the American Revolution. Father
Cormican declared the Declaration of

Independence mentioned twenty-seven
grievances against the King of England,
but that if modern histories are true

then the Declaration is false.
"\ noted American educator in Lon-

don," he said, "recently advocated that
the United States abolish Independence
Day and that English speaking nations
celebrate Magna Charta Day Instead.
Such a proposal you would think would
come from a modern Benedict Arnold.
If this change is intended to cultivate

xriendship with England it rests on a

falsehood and would be at the expense
of our Revolutionary heroes."

Persons attending the hearing inferred
that the American educator referred to

by the priest was Dr. Nicholas Murray
Butler, president of Columbia University,although Father Cormican did not
mention his name. Dr. Butltr was told
last night what the priest had said, but
declared that slnco his name was not
Mentioned he would make no comment.

Mrs. Samuel J. Kramer, regent of the
"Washington Heights Chapter of the
Daughters of the American Revolution,
was applauded when she said:

"Our school histories ought not to
loach hatred of any country. As a girl
1 was taught hatred of England, and I
kept it up until I grew older and read
history for myself and found out that
the Magna Charta was the first charter
of liberty. It gave a man the right to
Tiici own body, to a trial by jury and
established the principle of no taxation
without representation. We should not
try to teach our children hatred of one

country in behalf of another."
McLaughlin and Vantine's history,

published in 1910, and another volume
by Everett Barnes, issued the same year,
»ame in for criticism yesterday at the
hands of Llam Reamonn MacEocogaln,
representing the Irish Patriotic League ;
the Rev. Father Cormican, Patrick J.
Lang of Jersey City, who said he was a

Barnes is expected to defend the accuracyof his book at the next hearing
of the subcommittee at 1:30 P. M. December9.
